This program is completely closed, including the final waitlists that closed December 7, 2010. The rebates for 
clothes washers, dishwashers, oil and propane furnaces, refrigerators, propane storage and tankless water 
heaters, and solar water heaters with electric and propane back-up began on February 10, 2010. Rebates for 
natural gas and oil furnaces with ECM motors, propane furnaces with ECM motors, natural gas storage water 
heaters, and natural gas tankless water heaters began on August 1, 2010. On August 31, 2010 Michigan 
stopped accepting new rebate reservations for furnaces and water heaters. Reservations made prior to 
August 31, 2010 for furnaces and waters heaters were honored until September 14, 2010. As of November 8, 
2010, rebate funds for refrigerators, clothes washers, and dishwashers were reserved; the waitlist for these 
products closed on December 7, 2010.
